RESOLUTION  OP  THE  BOARD  OP  PUBLIC  WORKS  OF 
THE  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE,  INDIANA,  FIXING  THE 
FORM  OF  SUPPLEMENTAL  AGREEMENT  TO  THE 
PRESENT  FRANCHISE  AGREEMENTS  WITH  FORT  WAYNE 
TRANSIT,  INC.  BY  WHICH  SUPPLEMENTAL  AGREE- 
MENT CERTAIN  CHANGES  ARE  MADE  IN  THE  STREETS 
AND  PUBLIC  PLACES  UPON  WHICH  FORT  WAYNE 
TRANSIT,  INC.  WILL  OPERATE  ITS  TROLLEY  COACHES 
AND  MOTOR  BUSES. 


WHEREAS,  Fort  Wayne  Transit,  Inc.,  an  Indiana  cor- 
poration, and  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort 
Wayne,  Allen  County,  Indiana,  desire  to  enter  into  a Supple- 
mental Agreement  to  the  present  franchise  agreements  with 
Fort  Wayne  Transit,  Inc . whereby  certain  changes  are  made  in 
the  streets  and  public  places  upon  which  Fort  Wayne  Transit, 
Inc.  will  operate  its  trolley  coaches  and  motor  buses,  and 
said  Board  of  Public  Works  has  determined  the  exact  form  in 
which  said  Supplemental  Agreement  is  to  be  finally  adopted, 
which  form  is  in  words  and  figures  as  follows,  to-wit: 


SUPPLEMENTAL  FRANCHISE  AGREEMENT 


THIS  SUPPLEMENTAL  AGREEMENT  made  and  entered  into  this  _______  day  of 

1953,  by  and  between  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  (hereinafter 

called  the  "City"),  a municipal  corporation  in  the  County  of  Allen  and  State  of 
Indiana,  acting  by  and  through  its  duly  authorized  Board  of  Public  Works  and  its 
Mayor,  Party  of  the  First  Part,  and  Fort  Wayne  Transit,  Inc.  (hereinafter  called 
the  "Corporation"),  an  Indiana  corporation,  Party  of  the  Second  Part, 

WITNESSETH: 

WHEREAS,  the  City  gave  and  granted  to  Indiana  Service  Corporation 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Predecessor  Corporation"),  an  Indiana  corporation, 
its  successors  and  assigns,  for  the  purpose  of  common  carrier  transportation  of 
passengers  for  hire,  the  right,  authority,  privilege  and  permit  to  locate,  con- 
duct, operate  and  maintain  trolley  coaches  (also  sometimes  referred  to  as  "track- 
less trolley  cars")  and  motor  buses  upon  certain  streets  and  public  places  under 
and  in  accordance  with  certain  terms  and  conditions,  all  as  provided  by  those 
certain  agreements  dated  October  30,  1939,  and  August  11,  1941,  respectively, 
between  the  City  and  the  Predecessor  Corporation,  duly  approved  and  confirmed  by 
the  Common  Council  of  the  City  on  November  7,  1939  (General  Ordinance  No.  1993) 
and  August  26,  1941  (General  Ordinance  No.  2046),  respectively,  as  supplemented 
and  modified  by  those  certain  agreements  dated  July  27,  1942,  and  December  5, 
1947,  respectively,  duly  approved  and  confirmed  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City 
on  August  11,  1942  (General  Ordinance  No.  2086),  and  December  23,  1947  (General 
Ordinance  No.  2263),  respectively;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Corporation  acquired  from  the  Predecessor  Corporation,  on 
April  30,  1948,  and  now  operates,  the  local  passenger  transportation  system  in 
the  city  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  furnishing  transportation  to  the  public  in  said 
city  by  means  of  trolley  coaches  and  motor  buses,  and  became  the  successor  in 
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interest  to  the  Predecessor  Corporation  in,  to  and  under  all  of  said  franchise 
agreements;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  and  the  Corporation  entered  into  an  agreement  dated 
September  27,  1949,  further  amending  and  supplementing  the  aforesaid  franchise 
agreements,  by  modifying  the  obligations  of  the  Corporation  with  respect  to  paving 
a portion  of  South  Wayne  Avenue  in  said  city,  and  the  said  agreement  dated  Sep- 
tember 27,  1949,  was  duly  approved  and  confirmed  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City 
on  September  27,  1949  (General  Ordinance  No,  2368);  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  and  the  Corporation  entered  into  an  agreement,  dated 
December  13,  1949,  further  amending  and  supplementing  the  aforesaid  franchise 
agreements  by  establishing  a new  schedule  of  franchise  fees  for  the  year  1949  and 
subsequent  years  and  settling  and  satisfying  the  Corporation's  track  removal  and 
street  restoration  duties  and  obligations  and  the  said  agreement,  dated  December 
13,  1949  was  duly  approved  and  confirmed  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  on 
December  27,  1949  (General  Ordinance  No.  2377)  (said  agreements  dated  October  30, 
1939,  and  August  11,  1941,  as  amended  and  modified  hv  said  agreements  dated  July 
27,  1942,  December  5,  1947,  September  27,  1949  and  December  13,  1949,  being  some- 
times collectively  hereinafter  called  "Present  Franchise  Agreements");  and 

WHEREAS,  the  said  agreements  dated  October  30,  1939,  August  11,  1941 
and  December  5,  1947, respectively,  are  those  agreements  of  the  Present  Franchise 
Agreements,  specifying  those  streets  and  public  places  in  the  said  city  of  Fort 
Wayne,  upon  which  the  Corporation  has  been  authorized  by  the  City  to  operate 
trolley  coaches  and  motor  buses  in  the  rendering  of  its  local  transit  service  to 
the  public;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  continued  rendering  of  reasonably  adequate  local  transit 
service  to  the  public  in  the  said  city  of  Fort  Wayne  and  changing  and  present  and 
future  operating  requirements  of  the  Corporation  necessitates  the  modification  of 
those  streets  and  public  places  in  said  city  upon  which  the  Corporation  shall  he 
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authorized  to  operate  trolley  coaches  and  motor  buses;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  and  the  Corporation  have  agreed  upon  a revision  of 
those  streets  and  public  places  in  said  city  upon  which  the  Corporation  shall  be 
authorized  to  operate  trolley  coaches  and  motor  buses,  all  as  hereinafter  set 
forth : 


NCW,  THEREFORE,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  premises  and  the  mutual 
covenants  and  agreements  hereinafter  set  forth,  the  parties  hereto  hereby  covenant 
and  agree  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  City,  pursuant  to  the  request  of  the  Corporation,  hereby 
gives  and  grants  unto  the  Corporation,  its  successors  and  assigns,  for  the  purpose 
of  common  carrier  transportation  of  passengers  for  hire,  the  right,  authority, 
privilege,  and  permit  to  locate,  conduct,  operate  and  maintain  from  and  after  the 
date  this  agreement  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect,  trolley  caches  in,  over, 
upon  and  along  the  streets  and  public  places  in  the  said  city  of  Fort  V.’ayre,  as 
follows,  to-wit:

are  to  be  operated,  with  all  necessary  turnouts,  loops  and  turnarounds. 

The  City  further  gives  and  grants  unto  the  Corporation,  its  successors 
and  assigns,  the  right,  authority,  privilege  and  permit  to  locate,  construct, 
erect,  operate,  maintain,  repair  and  renew  from  and  after  the  date  this  agreement 
shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect,  poles,  supports,  span  wires,  transmission  and 
feeder  wires,  trolley  wires,  conduits,  conductors,  cables,  transformers,  guy 
wires,  guy  stubs  and  anchors,  braces  and  other  apparatus,  fixtures,  appliances 
and  equipment  necessary  or  useful  for  the  operation  and  conduct  of  the  trolley 
coaches  in,  over,  upon  and  along  the  streets  and  public  places  in  this  Section  1 
named;  provided,  however,  that  the  Corporation  shall  give  to  the  said  Board  of 
Public  Works  advance  written  notice  of  all  new  construction  work  (excluding 
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maintenance  and  repairs)  undertaken  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Corporation  under  and 
pursuant  to  the  authority  in  this  paragraph  granted  to  the  Corporation;  and 
provided,  further,  that  the  foregoing  provisions  in  this  paragraph  contained  shall 
in  no  way  relieve  the  Corporation  from  complying  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Indiana  and  all  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  City  then  in  force  and 
effect  with  respect  to  cutting  of  pavements  and  sidewalks  and  the  excavation  of 
parkways . 


The  rights,  authority,  privileges,  franchises  and  permits  granted  by 
this  Section  1 are  supplemental  to,  and  shall  in  no  way  abrogate,  impair  or 
diminish  each  and  all  of  the  rights  which  the  Corporation  now  has,  or  may  at  any 
time  or  times  have  in  the  future,  under  or  in  any  way  connected  with  each  and  all 
of  the  indeterminate  permits  under  or  by  virtue  of  the  Public  Service  Commission 
Act  for  the  State  of  Indiana,  now  owned  or  held  or  hereafter  acquired  by  the 
Corporation. 

Section  2.  The  City,  pursuant  to  the  request  of  the  Corporation, 
hereby  gives  and  grants  unto  the  Corporation,  its  successors  and  assigns,  for  the 
purpose  of  common  carrier  transportation  of  passengers  for  hire,  the  right, 
authority,  privilege  and  permit  to  locate,  conduct,  operate  and  maintain  from  and 
after  the  date  this  agreement  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect,  motor  buses  and 
other  self-propelled  or  motor  driven  vehicles  (hereinafter  referred  to  collec- 
tively as  "motor  buses")  in,  over,  upon  and  along  the  streets  and  public  places 
in  the  said  city  of  Fort  Wayne,  as  follows,  to-wit:

porary variations  from  the  above-named  streets,  or  any  of  them,  as  may  from  time 
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to  time  be  required  to  meet  emergencies  or  unuFua"!  conditions. 


The  rights,  authority,  privileges,  franchises  end  permits  granted  by 
this  Section  2 are  supplemental  to,  and  shall  in  no  way  abrogate,  impair  or 
diminish,  each  and  all  of  the  rights,  which  the  Corporation  now  has,  or  may  at 
an-57-  time  or  times  have  in  the  future,  under  or  in  any  way  connected  with  each  and 
ell  of  the  certificates  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  for  the  operation  of 
motor  buses  under  or  by  virtue  of  the  Motor  Vehicle  Act  of  the  State  of  Indiana, 
now  owned  or  held  or  hereafter  acquired  by  the  Corporation,  and  the  City  hereby 
consents  to  and  approves  the  establishment  and  operation,  under  a certificate  or 
certificates  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  issued  by  the  Public  Service 
Commission  for  the  State  of  Indiana  of  motor  buses  by  the  Corporation  upon  the 
streets  and  public  places  as  in  this  Section  2 named. 

Section  3.  The  City  hereby  ratifies,  approves  and  confirms  all  past 
operation  of  trolley  coaches  by  the  Corporation  on  the  streets  and  other  public 
places  in  the  said  city  of  Fort  Wayne  named  in  Section  1 of  this  agreement  and 
all  past  operation  of  motor  buses  on  the  streets  and  other  public  places  in  the 
said  city  named  in  Section  2 of  this  agreement. 

Section  4.  If  in  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation,  it  is  necessary  or 
expedient,  in  the  rendering  of  reasonably  adequate  local  transit  service  to  the 
public  in  the  said  city  of  Fort  Wayne,  to  locate,  conduct  and  operate,  from  and 
after  the  date  this  agreement  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect,  motor  buses  on 
streets  and  other  public  places  in  the  said  city,  other  than  those  above  named 
in  Section  2,  it  shall  have,  and  is  hereby  granted,  the  right,  authority, 
privilege,  and  permit  so  to  do  upon  the  following  terms  and  conditions: 

(a)  If  the  Corporation  proposes  to  render  a certain  service  for 
no  more  than  one  (l)  day,  the  Corporation  shall  have  the  right, 
authority,  privilege  and  permit  to  conduct  such  service  without 
giving  prior  notice  to  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works;  provided,

however,  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  have  the  right  to 
forbid  or  restrict  such  service  to  the  extent  it  is  not  in  the 
public  convenience  and  necessity. 

(b)  If  the  Corporation  proposes  to  render  a certain  service  for 
more  than  one  (l)  day,  but  not  exceeding  thirty  (30)  days,  the 
Corporation  shall  have  the  right,  authority,  privilege  and 
permit  to  conduct  such  service  upon  giving  prior  written  notice 
to  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  proposed  service,  which 
notice  shall  specify  the  type  of  service,  the  route  thereof,  the 
maximum  number  of  daily  trips  and  the  over-all  period  of  the 
service.  If  at  any  time  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  shall 
notify  the  Corporation  in  writing  to  show  cause  why  such  opera- 
tion should  be  continued,  the  Corporation  shall  appear  before 
the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  and  present  evidence  as  to  such 
service.  The  said  notice  to  show  cause  shall  specify  the  place 
and  time  of  hearing  at  which  the  Corporation  shall  appear,  which 
hearing  shall  in  no  event  be  held  earlier  than  five  (5)  days 
after  receipt  of  such  notice  by  the  Corporation.  If  the  said 
Board  of  Public  Works  shall  find  such  service  is  in  the  public 
convenience  and  necessity  it  shall  authorize,  in  writing  within 
ten  (10)  days  after  the  close  of  the  evidence,  the  Corporation 
to  conduct  such  service  as  the  same  is  then  being  rendered  by 
the  Corporation,  and  thereupon  the  Corporation  shall  have  full 
authority  and  permission  to  continue  such  service.  If  the  said 
Board  of  Public  Works  shall  find  such  service  is  not  in  the 
public  convenience  and  necessity,  it  shall  deny  authority,  in 
writing  within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  close  of  the  evidence, 
to  the  Corporation  to  conduct  such  service,  and  the  Corporation 
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shall  discontinuo  such  service  not  later  than  five  (5)  days 
after  receipt  of  such  denial. 

(c)  If  the  Corporation  proposes  to  render  a certain  service 
for  more  than  thirty  (30)  days,  the  Corporation  shall  first  give 
written  notice  to  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  proposed 
service,  which  notice  shall  specify  the  type  of  service,  the 
route  thereof,  the  maximum  number  of  daily  trips  and  the  over- 
all period  of  service.  If  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works,  within 
thirty  (30)  days  after  receipt  of  such  notice  from  the  Corporation, 
does  not  object  to  such  service  by  notice  in  writing  to  the  Cor- 
poration, the  Corporation  shall  have  the  right,  authority, 
privilege  and  permit  to  operate  such  service  in  accordance  with 
its  said  notice  to  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works.  If  the  said 
Board  of  Public  Works  objects  as  aforesaid  to  such  service,  the 
Corporation  shall  appear  before  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works 
and  present  evidence  as  to  need  of  such  service.  The  said  notice 
to  show  cause  shall  specify  the  place  and  time  of  hearing  at 
which  the  Corporation  shall  appear,  which  hearing  shall  in  no 
event  be  held  earlier  than  seven  (7)  days  and  later  than  ten  (10) 
days  after  receipt  of  such  notice  by  the  Corporation.  If  the 
said  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  find  such  service  is  in  the 
public  convenience  and  necessity  it  shall  authorize,  in  writing 
within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  close  of  the  evidence,  the  Cor- 
poration to  conduct  such  service  in  accordance  with  the  said 
notice  of  the  Corporation,  and  thereupon,  the  Corporation  shall 
have  full  authority,  right,  privilege  and  permit  to  operate  such 
service.  If  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  find  such 
eervio©  is  not  in  the  public  convenience  and  necessity,  it  shall 


deny,  in  writing  within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  c.1o3C*  of  the 
evidence,  authority  to  the  Corporation  to  conduct  such  service, 
and  thereupon  the  Corporation  within  five  (5)  days  after  such 
notice  shall  discontinue  such  service. 

(d)  Any  action  or  proceeding  started  or  taken  by  the  Corpora- 
tion under  and  pursuant  to  either  subdivision  (a),  subdivision 
(b)  or  subdivision  (c)  of  this  Section  4 shall  not  preclude  any 
action  or  proceeding  by  the  Corporation  under  any  one  or  more 
of  the  said  other  subdivisions  (a),  (b)  or  (c). 

Section  5.  From  and  after  the  date  this  agreement  shall  be  in  full 
force  and  effect,  the  terms  and  provisions  of  the  Present  Franchise  Agreements 
shall  not  apply  to  the  streets  and  other  public  places  named  or  referred  to  there- 
in as  streets  or  other  public  places  upon  which  the  Corporation's  trolley  coaches 
and  motor  buses  or  either  of  them  were  authorized  and  permitted  to  be  operated  by 
the  Corporation,  which  streets  and  other  public  places  on  which  the  Corporation 
has  heretofore  been  authorized  to  operate  its  trolley  coaches  are  those  appearing 
in  Section  1 of  the  October  30,  1939  agreement,  Section  1 of  the  August  11,  1941 
agreement  and  Section  1 of  Article  I of  the  December  5>  1947  agreement,  and  which 
streets  and  other  public  places  on  which  the  Corporation  has  heretofore  been 
authorized  to  operate  its  motor  buses  are  those  appearing  in  Section  3 of  the 
October  30,  1939  agreement  and  Section  4 of  the  August  11,  1941  agreement.  In 
lieu  thereof,  from  and  after  the  date  this  agreement  shall  be  in  full  force  and 
effect,  each  and  all  of  the  terms  and  provisions  of  the  Present  Franchise  Agree- 
ments shall  apply  to,  control  and  govern  the  streets  and  other  public  places 
named  or  referred  to  in  Sections  1 and  2 of  this  agreement  or  operated  on  by  the 
Corporation  pursuant  to  Section  4 of  this  agreement  with  the  same  force  and  effect 
as  though  all  such  streets  and  other  public  places  were  named  or  referred  to  in 
the  Present  Franchise  Agreements  as  streets  or  other  public  places  upon  which  the 
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Company's  trolley  coaches,  or  motor  buses,  or  either  of  them,  us  the  case  racy  be, 
were  authorized  and  permitted  to  be  operated  by  the  Company* 

Section  6.  All  of  the  rights,  authority,  privileges,  franchises  and 
permits  herein  and  hereby  granted  to  the  Corporation,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
by  this  agreement  or  the  Present  Franchise  Agreements,  or  any  of  them,  shall  in 
no  manner  or  degree  abrogate,  impair  or  diminish  any  or  all  of  the  rights, 
privileges,  franchises,  and  permits  which  the  Corporation  now  has,  or  the  Cor- 
poration, its  successors  and  assigns,  may  have  at  any  time  or  times  in  the  future, 
under  or  pursuant  to  the  Public  Service  Commission  Act,  as  amended,  the  Motor 
Vehicle  Act  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  as  amended  or  any  other  Act  or  Acts  of  the 
State  of  Indiana  with  respect  to  or  in  any  way  connected  with  the  operation  by 
the  Corporation  of  its  trolley  coach  system  and/or  motor  bus  system,  and  all  the 
rights,  authority,  privileges,  franchises  and  permits  given,  granted  and  provided 
for  by  this  agreement,  or  the  Present  Franchise  Agreements,  or  any  of  them,  shall 
supplement,  and  be  in  addition  to,  all  other  rights,  authority,  privileges, 
franchises  and  permits  of  the  Corporation,  its  successors  and  assigns,  with 
respect  to  the  operation  of  its  said  trolley  coach  system  and/or  motor  bus  system. 
This  franchise  agreement  and  the  Present  Franchise  Agreements  shall  be  indeter- 
minate as  to  the  period  of  their  respective  durations j provided,  however,  that 
if  for  any  reason  or  cause  whatsoever,  they,  or  any  of  them,  shall  cease  to  be 
indeterminate  in  duration  or  shall  be  annulled  or  become  inoperative  as  indeter- 
minate franchise  agreement  or  agreements,  the  agreement  or  agreements  so  affected 
shall  extend  for  and  during  the  term  of  forty  (40)  years  from  and  after  October 
30,  1939. 

Section  7.  Except  as  expressly  modified  by  this  agreement,  all  the 
terms,  provisions  and  conditions  of  the  Present  Franchise  Agreements,  and  each  of 
them,  shall  be  and  remain  in  full  force  and  effect.

Section  8.  TJ^^agreement,  and  each  and  all  the^^rir.r  and  provisions 
thereof,  shall  be  binding  upon,  and  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of,  the  porties 
hereto  and  their  respective  successors  and  assigns,  and  shall  be  in  full  force  and 
effect  from  and  after  the  date  this  agreement  shall  have  been  ratified  by  ordinance 
duly  adopted  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  and  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the 
City.

SUPPLEMENTAL  FRANCHISE  AGREEMENT 


THIS  SUPPIEMENTAL  AGREEMENT  made  and  entered  into  this  I ^ day  of 

gjiip£t  1953,  by  and  between  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  (hereinafter 

called  the  "City”),  a municipal  corporation  in  the  County  of  Allen  and  State  of 
Indiana,  acting  by  and  through  its  duly  authorized  Board  of  Public  Works  and  its 
Mayor,  Party  of  the  First  Part,  and  Fort  Wayne  Transit,  Inc.  (hereinafter  called 
the  "Corporation"),  an  Indiana  corporation,  Party  of  the  Second  Part, 

WITNESSETH: 

WHEREAS,  the  City  gave  and  granted  to  Indiana  Service  Corporation 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Predecessor  Corporation"),  an  Indiana  corporation, 
its  successors  and  assigns,  for  the  purpose  of  common  carrier  transportation  of 
passengers  for  hire,  the  right,  authority,  privilege  and  permit  to  locate,  con- 
duct, operate  and  maintain  trolley  coaches  (also  sometimes  referred  to  as  "track- 
less trolley  cars")  and  motor  buses  upon  certain  streets  and  public  places  under 
and  in  accordance  with  certain  terms  and  conditions,  all  as  provided  by  those 
certain  agreements  dated  October  30,  1939,  and  August  11,  1941,  respectively, 
between  the  City  and  the  Predecessor  Corporation,  duly  approved  and  confirmed  by 
the  Common  Council  of  the  City  on  November  7,  1939  (General  Ordinance  No.  1993) 
and  August  26,  1941  (General  Ordinance  No,  2046),  respectively,  as  supplemented 
and  modified  by  those  certain  agreements  dated  July  27,  1942,  and  December  5, 
1947,  respectively,  duly  approved  and  confirmed  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City 
on  August  11,  1942  (General  Ordinance  No.  2086),  and  December  23,  1947  (General 
Ordinance  No.  2263),  respectively;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Corporation  acquired  from  the  Predecessor  Corporation,  on 
April  30,  1948,  and  now  operates,  the  local  passenger  transportation  system  in 
the  city  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  furnishing  transportation  to  the  public  in  said 
city  by  means  of  trolley  coaches  and  motor  buses,  and  became  the  successor  in 


interest  to  the  Predecessor  Corporation  in,  to  and  under  all  of  said  franchise 
agreements;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  and  the  Corporation  entered  into  an  agreement  dated 
September  27,  1949,  further  amending  and  supplementing  the  aforesaid  franchise 
agreements,  by  modifying  the  obligations  of  the  Corporation,  with  respect  to  paving 
a portion  of  South  Wayne  Avenue  in  said  city,  and  the  said  agreement  dated  Sep- 
tember 27,  1949,  was  duly  approved  and  confirmed  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City 
on  September  27,  1949  (General  Ordinance  No,  2368);  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  and  the  Corporation  entered  into  an  agreement,  dated 
December  13,  1949,  further  amending  and  supplementing  the  aforesaid  franchise 
agreements  by  establishing  a new  schedule  of  franchise  fees  for  the  year  1949  and 
subsequent  years  and  settling  and  satisfying  the  Corporation's  track  removal  and 
street  restoration  duties  and  obligations  and  the  said  agreement,  dated  December 
13*  1949  was  duly  approved  and  confirmed  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  on 
December  27,  1949  (General  Ordinance  No.  2377)  (said  agreements  dated  October  30, 
1939,  and  August  11,  1941,  as  amended  and  modified  by  said  agreements  dated  July 
27,  1942,  December  5,  1947,  September  27,  1949  and  December  13,  194Q,  being  some- 
times collectively  hereinafter  called  "Present  Franchise  Agreements")*  and 

WHEREAS,  the  said  agreements  dated  October  30,  1939,  August  11,  1941 
and  December  5,  1947, respectively,  are  those  agreements  of  the  Present  Franchise 
Agreements,  specifying  those  streets  and  public  places  in  the  said  city  of  Fort 
Wayne,  upon  which  the  Corporation  has  been  authorized  by  the  City  to  operate 
trolley  coaches  and  motor  buses  in  the  rendering  of  its  local  transit  service  to 
the  public;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  continued  rendering  of  reasonably  adequate  local  transit 
service  to  the  public  in  the  said  city  of  Fort  Wayne  and  changing  and  present  and 
future  operating  requirements  of  the  Corporation  necessitates  the  modification  of 
those  streets  and  public  places  in  said  city  upon  which  the  Corporation  shall  be 
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authorized  to  operate  trolley  coaches  and  motor  buses;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  and  the  Corporation  have  agreed  upon  a revision  of 
those  streets  and  public  places  in  said  city  upon  which  the  Corporation  shall  be 
authorized  to  operate  trolley  coaches  and  motor  buses,  all  as  hereinafter  set 
forth : 


NOW,  THEREFORE,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  premises  and  the  mutual 
covenants  and  agreements  hereinafter  set  forth,  the  parties  hereto  hereby  covenant 
and  agree  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  City,  pursuant  to  the  request  of  the  Corporation,  hereby 
gives  and  grants  unto  the  Corporation,  its  successors  and  assigns,  for  the  purpose 
of  common  carrier  transportation  of  passengers  for  hire,  the  right,  authority, 
privilege,  and  permit  to  locate,  conduct,  operate  and  maintain  from  and  after  the 
date  this  agreement  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect,  trolley  coaches  in,  over, 
upon  and  along  the  streets  and  public  places  in  the  said  city  of  Fort  VJayne,  as 
follows,  to-wit:

wires,  guy  stubs  and  anchors,  braces  and  other  apparatus,  fixtures,  appliances 
and  equipment  necessary  or  useful  for  the  operation  and  conduct  of  the  trolley 
coaches  in,  over,  upon  and  along  the  streets  and  public  places  in  this  Section  1 
named;  provided,  however,  that  the  Corporation  shall  give  to  the  said  Board  of 
Public  Works  advance  written  notice  of  all  new  construction  work  (excluding 
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maintenance  and  repairs)  undertaken  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Corporation  under  and 
pursuant  to  the  authority  in  this  paragraph  granted  to  the  Corporation;  and 
provided,  further,  that  the  foregoing  provisions  in  this  paragraph  contained  shall 
in  no  way  relieve  the  Corporation  from  complying  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Indiana  and  all  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  City  then  in  force  and 
effect  with  respect  to  cutting  of  pavements  and  sidewalks  and  the  excavation  of 
parkways . 

The  rights,  authority,  privileges,  franchises  and  permits  granted  by 
this  Section  1 are  supplemental  to,  and  shall  in  no  way  abrogate,  impair  or 
diminish  each  and  all  of  the  rights  which  the  Corporation  new  has,  or  may  at  any 
time  or  times  have  in  the  future,  under  or  in  any  way  connected  with  each  and  all 
of  the  indeterminate  permits  under  or  by  virtue  of  the  Fublic  Service  Commission 
Act  for  the  State  of  Indiana,  now  owned  or  held  or  hereafter  acquired  by  the 
Corporation. 

Section  2.  The  City,  pursuant  to  the  request  of  the  Corporation, 
hereby  gives  and  grants  unto  the  Corporation,  its  successors  and  assigns,  for  the 
purpose  of  common  carrier  transportation  of  passengers  for  hire,  the  right, 
authority,  privilege  and  permit  to  locate,  conduct,  operate  and  maintain  from  and 
after  the  date  this  agreement  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect,  motor  buses  and 
other  self-propelled  or  motor  driven  vehicles  (hereinafter  referred  to  collec- 
tively as  "motor  buses")  in,  over,  upon  and  along  the  streets  and  public  places 
in  the  said  city  of  Fort  Wayne,  as  follows,  to-wit:

(a)  If  the  Corporation  proposes  to  render  a certain  service  for 
no  more  than  one  (l)  day,  the  Corporation  shall  have  the  right, 
authority,  privilege  and  permit  to  conduct  such  service  without 
giving  prior  notice  to  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works;  provided, 
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however,  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  have  the  right  to 
forbid  or  restrict  such  service  to  the  extent  it  is  not  in  the 
public  convenience  and  necessity. 

(b)  If  the  Corporation  proposes  to  render  a certain  service  for 
more  than  one  (l)  day,  but  not  exceeding  thirty  (30)  days,  the 
Corporation  shall  have  the  right,  authority,  privilege  and 
permit  to  conduct  such  service  upon  giving  prior  written  notice 
to  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  proposed  service,  which 
notice  shall  specify  the  type  of  service,  the  route  thereof,  the 
maximum  number  of  daily  trips  and  the  over-all  period  of  the 
service.  If  at  any  time  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  shall 
notify  the  Corporation  in  writing  to  show  cause  why  such  opera- 
tion, should  be  continued,  the  Corporation  shall  appear  before 
the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  and  present  evidence  as  to  such 
service.  The  said  notice  to  show  cause  shall  specify  the  place 
and  time  of  hearing  at  which  the  Corporation  shall  appear,  which 
hearing  shall  in  no  event  be  held  earlier  than  five  (5)  days 
after  receipt  of  such  notice  by  the  Corporation.  If  the  said 
Board  of  Public  Works  shall  find  such  service  is  in  the  public 
convenience  and  necessity  it  shall  authorize,  in  writing  within 
ten  (10)  days  after  the  close  of  the  evidence,  the  Corporation 
to  conduct  such  service  as  the  same  is  then  being  rendered  by 
the  Corporation,  and  thereupon  the  Corporation  shall  have  full 
authority  and  permission  to  continue  such  service.  If  the  said 
Board  of  Public  Works  shall  find  such  service  is  not  in  the 
public  convenience  and  necessity,  it  shall  deny  authority,  in 
writing  within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  close  of  the  evidence,

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shall  discontinue  such  service  not  later  than  fi'-e  (5)  days 
after  receipt  of  such  denial. 

(c)  If  the  Corporation  proposes  to  render  a certain  service 
for  more  than  thirty  (30)  days,  the  Corporation  shall  first  give 
written  notice  to  the  3aid  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  proposed 
service,  which  notice  shall  specify  the  type  of  service,  the 
route  thereof,  the  maximum  number  of  daily  trips  and  the  over- 
all period  of  service.  If  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works,  within 
thirty  (30)  days  after  receipt  of  such  notice  from  the  Corporation, 
does  not  object  to  such  service  by  notice  in  writing  to  the  Cor- 
poration, the  Corporation  shall  have  the  right,  authority, 
privilege  and  permit  to  operate  such  service  in  accordance  with 
its  said  notice  to  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works.  If  the  said 
Board  of  Public  Works  objects  as  aforesaid  to  such  service,  the 
Corporation  shall  appear  before  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works 
and  present  evidence  as  to  need  of  such  service.

If  the 
said  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  find  such  service  is  in  the 
public  convenience  and  necessity  it  shall  authorize,  in  writing 
within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  close  of  the  evidence,  the  Cor- 
poration to  conduct  such  service  in  accordance  with  the  said 
notice  of  the  Corporation,  and  thereupon,  the  Corporation  shall 
have  full  authority,  right,  privilege  and  permit  to  operate  such 
service.

All  of  the  rights,  authority,  privileges,  franchises  and 
permits  herein  and  hereby  granted  to  the  Corporation,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
by  this  agreement  or  the  Present  Franchise  Agreements,  or  any  of  them,  shall  in 
no  manner  or  degree  abrogate,  impair  or  diminish  any  or  all  of  the  rights, 
privileges,  franchises,  and  permits  which  the  Corporation  now  has,  or  the  Cor- 
poration, its  successors  and  assigns,  may  have  at  any  time  or  times  in  the  future, 
under  or  pursuant  to  the  Public  Service  Commission  Act,  as  amended,  the  Motor

WHEREAS,  the  City  gave  and  granted  to  Indiana  Service  Corporation 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Predecessor  Corporation"),  an  Indiana  corporation, 
its  successors  and  assigns,  for  the  purpose  of  common  carrier  transportation  of 
passengers  for  hire,  the  right,  authority,  privilege  and  permit  to  locate,  con- 
duct, operate  and  maintain  trolley  coaches  (also  sometimes  referred  to  as  "track- 
less trolley  cars")  and  motor  buses  upon  certain  streets  and  public  places  under 
and  in  accordance  with  certain  terms  and  conditions,  all  as  provided  by  those 
certain  agreements  dated  October  30,  1939)  and  August  11,  1941)  respectively, 
between  the  City  and  the  Predecessor  Corporation,  duly  approved  and  confirmed  by 
the  Common  Council  of  the  City  on  November  7,  1939  (General  Ordinance  No.  1993) 
and  August  26,  1941  (General  Ordinance  No,  2046),  respectively,  as  supplemented 
and  modified  by  those  certain  agreements  dated  July  27,  1942,  and  December  5) 
1947,  respectively,  duly  approved  and  confirmed  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City 
on  August  11,  1942  (General  Ordinance  No.  2086),  and  December  23,  1947  (General 
Ordinance  No.  2263),  respectively!  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Corporation  acquired  from  the  Predecessor  Corporation,  on 
April  30,  1948,  and  now  operates,  the  local  passenger  transportation  system  in 
the  city  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  furnishing  transportation  to  the  public  in  said 
city  by  means  of  trolley  coaches  and  motor  buses,  and  became  the  successor  in 


interest  to  the  Predecessor  Corporation  in,  to  and  under  all  of  said  franchise 
agreements;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  and  the  Corporation  entered  into  an  agreement  dated 
September  27,  1949,  further  amending  and  supplementing  the  aforesaid  franchise 
agreements,  by  modifying  the  obligations  of  the  Corporation  with  respect  to  paving 
a portion  of  South  Wayne  Avenue  in  said  city,  and  the  said  agreement  dated  Sep- 
tember 27,  1949,  was  duly  approved  and  confirmed  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City 
on  September  27,  1949  (General  Ordinance  No.  2368);  end 

WHEREAS,  the  City  and  the  Corporation  entered  into  an  agreement,  dated 
December  13,  1949,  further  amending  and  supplementing  the  aforesaid  franchise 
agreements  by  establishing  a new  schedule  of  franchise  fees  for  the  year  1949  and 
subsequent  years  and  settling  and  satisfying  the  Corporation's  track  removal  and 
street  restoration  duties  and  obligations  and  the  said  agreement,  dated  December 
13,  1949  was  duly  approved  and  confirmed  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  on 
December  27,  1949  (General  Ordinance  No.  2377)  (said  agreements  dated  October  30, 
1939,  and  August  11,  1941,  as  emended  and  modified  by  said  agreements  dated  July 
27,  1942,  December  5,  1947,  September  27,  1949  and  December  13,  1949,  being  some- 
times collectively  hereinafter  called  "Present  Franchise  Agreements");  and 

WHEREAS,  the  said  agreements  dated  October  30,  1939,  August  11,  1941 
and  December  5,  1947, respectively,  are  those  agreements  of  the  Present  Franchise 
Agreements,  specifying  those  streets  and  public  places  in  the  said  city  of  Fort 
Wayne,  upon  which  the  Corporation  has  been  authorized  by  the  City  to  operate 
trolley  coaches  and  motor  buses  in  the  rendering  of  its  local  transit  service  to 
the  public;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  continued  rendering  of  reasonably  adequate  local  transit 
service  to  the  public  in  the  said  city  of  Fort  Wayne  and  changing  and  present  and 
future  operating  requirements  of  the  Corporation  necessitates  the  modification  of 
those  streets  and  public  places  in  said  city  upon  which  the  Corporation  shall  be 
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* 


authorized  to  operate  trolley  coaches  and  motor  buses;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  City  and  the  Corporation  have  agreed  upon  a revision  of 
those  streets  and  public  places  in  said  city  upon  which  the  Corporation  shall  be 
authorized  to  operate  trolley  coaches  and  motor  buses,  all  as  hereinafter  set 
forth: 


NCW,  THEREFORE,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  premises  and  the  mutual 
covenants  and  agreements  hereinafter  set  forth,  the  parties  hereto  hereby  covenant 
and  agree  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  City,  pursuant  to  the  request  of  the  Corporation,  hereby 
gives  and  grants  unto  the  Corporation,  its  successors  and  assigns,  for  the  purpose 
of  common  carrier  transportation  of  passengers  for  hire,  the  right,  authority, 
privilege,  and  permit  to  locate,  conduct,  operate  and  maintain  from  and  after  the 
date  this  agreement  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect,  trolley  coaches  in,  over, 
upon  and  along  the  streets  and  public  places  in  the  said  city  of  Fort  Wayne,  as

The  City,  pursuant  to  the  request  of  the  Corporation, 
hereby  gives  and  grants  unto  the  Corporation,  its  successors  and  assigns,  for  the 
purpose  of  common  carrier  transportation  of  passengers  for  hire,  the  right, 
authority,  privilege  and  permit  to  locate,  conduct,  operate  and  maintain  from  and 
after  the  date  this  agreement  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect,  motor  buses  and 
other  self-propelled  or  motor  driven  vehicles  (hereinafter  referred  to  collec- 
tively as  "motor  buses")  in,  over,  upon  and  along  the  streets  and  public  places 
in  the  said  city  of  Fort  Wayne,  as  follows,  to-wit:

-Impair  or 
diminish,  each  and  all  of  the  rights,  which  the  Corporation  now  has,  or  may  at 
qxft  time  or  times  have  in  the  future,  under  or  in  any  way  connected  with  eacn  an 
all  of  the  certificates  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  for  the  operation  of 
motor  buses  under  or  by  virtue  of  the  Motor  Vehicle  Act  of  the  State  of  Indiana, 
now  owned  or  held  or  hereafter  acquired  by  the  Corporation,  and  the  City  hereby 
consents  to  and  approves  the  establishment  and  operation,  under  a certificate  or 
certificates  of  public  convenience  and  necessity  issued  by  the  Public  Service 
Commission  for  the  State  of  Indiana  of  motor  buses  by  the  Corporation  upon  the 
streets  and  public  places  as  in  this  Section  2 named. 

Section  3.  The  City  hereby  ratifies,  approves  and  confirms  all  past 
operation  of  trolley  coaches  by  the  Corporation  on  the  streets  and  other  public 
places  in  the  said  city  of  Fort  Wayne  named  in  Section  1 of  this  agreement  and 
all  past  operation  of  motor  buses  on  the  streets  and  other  public  places  in  the 
said  city  named  in  Section  2 of  this  agreement. 

Section  4.  If  in  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation,  it  is  necessary  or 
expedient,  in  the  rendering  of  reasonably  adequate  local  transit  service  to  the 
public  in  the  said  city  of  Fort  Wayne,  to  locate,  conduct  and  operate,  from  and 
after  the  date  this  agreement  shall  be  in  full  force  and  affect,  motor  buses  on 
streets  and  other  public  places  in  the  said  city,  other  than  those  above  named 
in  Section  2,  it  shall  have,  and  is  hereby  granted,  the  right,  authority, 
privilege,  and  permit  so  to  do  upon  the  following  terms  and  conditions: 

(a)  If  the  Corporation  proposes  to  render  a certain  service  for 
no  more  than  one  (l)  day,  the  Corporation  shall  have  the  right, 
authority,  privilege  and  permit  to  conduct  such  service  without 
giving  prior  notice  to  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works;  provided, 


however,  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  have  the  right  to 
forbid  or  restrict  such  service  to  the  extent  it  is  not  in  the 
public  convenience  and  necessity. 

(b)  If  the  Corporation  proposes  to  render  a certain  service  for 
more  than  one  (l)  day,  but  not  exceeding  thirty  (30)  days,  the 
Corporation  shall  have  the  right,  authority,  privilege  and 
permit  to  conduct  such  service  upon  giving  prior  written  notice 
to  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  proposed  service,  which 
notice  shall  specify  the  type  of  service,  the  route  thereof,  the 
maximum  number  of  daily  trips  and  the  over-all  period  of  the 
service.  If  at  any  time  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  shall 
notify  the  Corporation  in  writing  to  show  cause  why  such  opera- 
tion should  be  continued,  the  Corporation  shall  appear  before 
the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  and  present  evidence  as  to  such 
service.  The  said  notice  to  show  cause  shall  specify  the  place 
and  time  of  hearing  at  which  the  Corporation  shall  appear,  which 
hearing  shall  in  no  event  be  held  earlier  than  five  (5)  days 
after  receipt  of  such  notice  by  the  Corporation.  If  the  said 
Board  of  Public  Works  shall  find  such  service  is  in  the  public 
convenience  and  necessity  it  shall  authorize,  in  writing  within 
ten  (10)  days  after  the  close  of  the  evidence,  the  Corporation 
to  conduct  such  service  as  the  same  is  then  being  rendered  by 
the  Corporation,  and  thereupon  the  Corporation  shall  have  full 
authority  and  permission  to  continue  such  service.  If  the  said 
Board  of  Public  Works  shall  find  such  service  is  not  in  the 
public  convenience  and  necessity,  it  shall  deny  authority,  in 
writing  within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  close  of  the  evidence, 
to  the  Corporation  to  conduct  such  service,  and  the  Corporation 


shall  discontinue  such  service  not  later  than  five  (5)  days 
after  receipt  of  such  denial. 

(c)  If  the  Corporation  proposes  to  render  a certain  service 
for  more  than  thirty  (30)  days,  the  Corporation  shall  first  give 
written  notice  to  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  proposed 
service,  which  notice  shall  specify  the  type  of  service,  the 
route  thereof,  the  maximum  number  of  daily  trips  and  the  over- 
all period  of  service.  If  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works,  within 
thirty  (30)  days  after  receipt  of  such  notice  from  the  Corporation, 
does  not  object  to  such  service  by  notice  in  writing  to  the  Cor- 
poration, the  Corporation  shall  have  the  right,  authority, 
privilege  and  permit  to  operate  such  service  in  accordance  with 
its  said  notice  to  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works.  If  the  said 
Board  of  Public  Works  objects  as  aforesaid  to  such  service,  the 
Corporation  shall  appear  before  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works 
and  present  evidence  as  to  need  of  such  service.  The  said  notice 
to  show  cause  shall  specify  the  place  and  time  of  hearing  at 
which  the  Corporation  shall  appear,  which  hearing  shall  in  no 
event  be  held  earlier  than  seven  (7)  days  and  later  than  ten  (10) 
days  after  receipt  of  such  notice  by  the  Corporation.  If  the 
said  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  find  such  service  is  in  the 
public  convenience  and  necessity  it  shall  authorize,  in  writing

appear  in  tomato  fields  over  the 
state,  according  to  J.  J.  Davis, 
heart  of  the  entomology  department 
at  Purdue  University. 

He  says  Infested  areas,  now  only 
a few  feet  In  diameter,  are  char- 
acterized by  a darker  appearance 
of  the  plant  and  a russety  and 
oily  appearance  of  the  main  stem. 
As  the  infestation  progresses,  the 
leaves  and  fruit  take  on  the  russety 
appearance  and  the  circumference 
of  the  area  increases. 

Mites  are  not  readily  seen  with 
the  naked  eye. 

Before  the  damage  gets  too  ser- 
ious. tomato  growers  can  stop  in- 
festations by  the  prompt  applica- 
tion of  a miticlde.  Two  good  ma- 
terials— Ovatran  and  Aramite — are 
recommended.  Ovatran  is  used 
at  a rate  of  one-half  pound  of  the 
50  per  cent  wettable  powder  per 
acre.  Aramite  is  used  at  one  and 
one  half  pounds  of  the  15  per  cent 
wettable  powder  to  the  acre. 

Davis,  advises  growers  to  pick  all 
ripe  fruit  before  application,  and 
then  delay  the  next  picking,  if  pos- 
sible, until  seven  days  after  appli- 
cation.

iNew  Method 
Will  Predict 
i Bug  Damage 

The  time  soon  will  be  here  fo 
using  a new  method  of  predicting 
: year's  spittle  bug  damage, 
iological  research  at  the  Ohio 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station 
lias  developed  a method  for  deter- 
mining in  September  If  spittle 
bugs  will  heavily  damage  crops 
farm  the  following  year. 

The  method  Is  simply  to  swe 
ic  meadow  with  an  insect  net 
early  September  and  count  1 
adult  spittle  bugs  captured. 

Since  the  adults  lay  most 
eir  eggs  in  September,  a check 
the  population  at  that 
good  index  of  the  number  of 
nymphs  that  will  appear  In  the 
field  the  next  year. 

85  Ter  Cent  Accurate 
Entomologists  at  the  Ohio  Ex- 
periment Station  have  employed 
this  method  in  several  area 
throughout  the  state  and  havi 
predicted  the  need  for  spraying 
ith  85  per  cent  accuracy. 

An  ordinary  insect  net  is  used 
r ''sweeping  the  field."  The 
sweeping  Is  done  by  passing 
net  from  side  to  side  through 
foliage  while  walking  through  the 
field.  A single  sweep  means 
pass  of  the  net  through  the 
linge.  Fiffy  to  100  sweeps 
sufficient  for  a single  field.  Re- 
sults are  more  reliable  if  the 
sweeps  are  made  in  various  parts 
‘ the  field.
